A band of Mexican robbers broke 
into the ranch

oclock Monday night 
They seized 
Cervantez who is about 60 years of 
age 
knocked 
him in the head with 
a 
six shooter and bound 
his hands 
behind his back 
They 
asked 
where 
he kept 
his 
money and 
when he refused to tell 
they stuck 
him in 
the ribs 
with a 
knife and threatened his life 
Finally 
he gave up 
10000 
and the gang 
left him and went to the next house 
a Mexicans 
nnd robbed the owner 
of 
10900 
Cervantezs sister gave the alarm 
and the officers hurried to the scene 
of the robbery but the robbers had 
flown 
It was 
supposed they went 
in the direction of 
Clifton and the 
wires were kept hot 
Tuesday Sheriff Alger arrested a 
Mexican named Qurros on suspicion 
of being a member of the gang and 
lodged him in jail 
Cervantez 
has been a resident in 
this section of the county for many 
years and for fifteen years lived on 
the 
Pomeroy 
ranch 
He 
never 
banked 
his 
money 
always keeping 
it around 
his 
home 
or buried or 
having some friend keep it for him 
He was credited with having a large 
sum of money 
300tn 
concealed 
in 
his house 
and this talk undoubtedly 
led to the robbery 
The 
moral of this story is 
Cer- 
vantez
